In less than a couple of_weeks, riflemen will be back in 
the woods jeoking for venison and many wilt be downright 
lucky if they bag a buck before the curtain is lowered on 
. Snother hunting. season. 

Some, of course” will have only slim chances because 
they won't know muth about hunting. Others will collect : 
nothing but exercise because they haven't taken the time to 
test their rifles. 

It's strange how some of us will spend’ considerable 
time and money preparing for a hunting season, but won't 
spend a couple of hours:to make sure our weapons will 
shoot where we aim. Many tong-planned trips are spoiled 
because sights-are out of fine. 

The man who stalks game with a rifle he has a 
tested on a target ‘or one he hasn't fired since the prev 
season deserves to get skunked. But the animals he sete 
certainly don't deserve the Prive results of his callous 
carelessness. 

Of the deer that are wounded and manage to evade their 
pursuers, at least half are doomed, to a slow death because of 
untested rifles. Accurate shooting pays dividends in better 
sport and less suffering.

Unfortunately, there is no range in the Victoria area 
which is regularly available to all sportsmen for sighting-in 
of ‘rifles, .

x Canadian salmon fishermen 
have been given permission to 
fish in Juan de Fuca Strait for 
five days a week, while U.S. 
boats have bee 
three days a week. 

The International Pacific 
Salmon. Fisheries: Commission 
set the schedule to give Cana- 
dian fishermen a chance to 
catch up on the U.S. hauls. 

Some 230,000 fish were 
caught by U.S. boats Monday, 
and only. 100,000 by Canadians, 
boosting the Americans’ lead 
to 325,000 fish since the season 


opened. 
PROOF OF THEORY 
Meanwhile, it was learned 


that the Fraser River sockeye 
catch this year is 50 per cent 
greater—so farthan any com- 
parable cycle years for 56 
years. 

This is regarded as proof 
that the rehabilitation of the 
Fraser fisheries, after deple- 
tions earlier in the century, is 
proving successful. 

U.S. fishermen have already 
caught 1,700,000 sockeye, and 
Canadians about 1,200,000 de. 
spite the fishing strike. Com 
mission experts had forecast 
about 1,000,000 sockeye each 
for Canadians and Americans 
this year from the Fraser.
